The  lew  dedf^rd  letter  of  April  IE,  in  the  Urn  York  Journal 
of  lowmrm  of  April  14,  1919,  is,  in  part,  as  follows: 

While  there  has  be on  a  very  general  and  fairly 
active  interest  in  extra  staple  cotton  during  the 
past  week,  the  actual  dealing  has  been  very  conser- 
vative, to  put  it  oil  sly.    ill  lie  apparently  are 
not  in  any  great  need  of  present  supplies  to  keep 
running  and  feel  under  no  pressing  necessity  of 
buying  more  raw  material  unless  they  can  get  it  on 
the  basis  of  their  own  idea®  of  what  it  should  be 
worth.    Despite  the  considerable  number  of  new  cloth 
and  yam  orders  that  tare  seen  tatem  within  the  past 
two  weeks,  there  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  general 
movement  to  "buy  cotton  against  these  orders  and  deal- 
ing has  been  confined,  for  the  most  part,  to  smell 
lot  purchases  on  the  spot. 

Prices,  as  a  whole,  have  changed  very  little  from 
last  week,  hut  toward  the  close  of  the  week  have  been 
slightly  firmer  than  they  were  several  days  arc  be- 
cause of  the  rise  on  the  lew  York  .&ohange •  Usually, 
the  mill  men  have  refused  to  meet  these  prices,  while 
at  the  mm  ti«e  lift  offers  made  toy  the  mill  men  were 
considered  by  the  shippers  as  too  low  and  were  re- 
jected in  most  cases,     *  *
